Mr. King made the statement 
when invited by the premier to 
report on the progress being 
made in the government’s inter- 
im program in the constituency 

“We're not getting the co-op- 
eration from the peoplé we 
expected,” Mr. King said. 

This statement led to a call by 
the premier for more literature 
about the credit houses. 

Between 300 and 400 persons 
were present at the meeting and 
the speakers merely repeated the 
speeches they haye been making 
in the course of their two weeks’ 
tour, which has covered a good 
portion of Southern Alberta.
